The Personal Independence That Is In- 
culeated by Housekeeping. 

“Will it be wise?”’ — 

“Yes,’? replied the elderly man, “it will 
be wise for you, because, if. you try, you 
will persevere.” 

I agree, adds @ writer in the New York 
Weekly. And working-men, clerks and 
others of moderate incomes, let me tell you 
why, prefacing it with the femark that I 
have consulted with some of the best advis- 
ers that I could find, during several weeks 


past. 

Ahome for which you agree to pay a 
moderate price to-day, if wisely located 
near a large or small city, is sure to in- 
crease in value on yourhgnds. Suburban 
lands have not yet begun to show Ameri- 
cans the figures they will show. When one 
hundred and seventy-five millions of people 
fill America, as they wiil during a life- 
time from this, land is to be the most valu- 
able thing here. You will be more likely 
to saye money to pay the full debt; pro- 
vided you fiave not purchased by too small 
@ payment down to have a_ reasonable 
glimpse of daylight ahead. If your home is 
pleasant to your family, the argument for 
economy is pleasing and popular with ail the 
household, “Remember the mortgage. 
Let us get the house clear,’’ will seem a 
less irksome caution than “Let’s put by 
something for a rainy day.’’ 


All at it, and always at it, will be not only a 
thrifty domestic motto but will be a band of 
love; mutual burdens and sacrifices make 
affections, unless they become exasper- 
ating by severity. 

There is a certain personal independence 
that is inculcated by householding that can 
be grown from no other soil. At least it 
runsin the Anglo-Saxon blood to love an 
acreallone’sown. Iam not now to be un- 
derstood as raising any mooted question as 
to the private ownershipof land. Lamonly 
saying thata mechanic or operative who 
lives under his own roof feels more inde- 
pendent, he has more of the self-conse- 
quence of citizenship, than the dweller “in 
his own hired house.’’ Thereis a firmness 
in the tread of one’s own door-step, there 
is a welcome in the snap of one’s own front 
door-catch, a security in turning one’s own 
key when he lies down to sleep, that no 
rented room can give. If one pays his tax, 
he is a little monarch on his own floor. 
his children swmash a giass or scratch the 
wall, whose business is it? If the baby 
cries loudly, well, the good neighbors are to 
be commiserated perhaps, but there is no 
one to pound on the floor above or growl at 
you through the janitor. You are the lord 
ofall you survey, and your noble spouse, 
broken in her sleep in Vain attempts to hush 
the child and spare the breadwinner, is the 
only one you care to pity. 

Owning yourown house, you become an 
internal part of the school district, the vot- 
ing precinct, the vicinage. Thereis nothing 
that concerns the neighborhood that is not 
yourconcern. The highway, the gutter, 
the sanitation, the abatement of a nuisance, 
the building of a new library, the payment 
2of the church debt, the character of the 
boys who associate with your boys, and 
girls that your boys may fall in leve with. 
Youare a fixture; you are of the soil. You 
are an essential ~pmt of the. town, 
and always a counsellor for good and 
wholesome things. Being permanent, you 
brook no abiding evil; let the evils 
get out, for you and yours are not tobe 


with life’s annoyances. Heretofore the an- 
noyances have said to you: “If you do not 
like us, why move.” Now you reverse the 
order. “‘No, move you!’’ The effect om a 
man’s mind 1s wonderful. The evils of life 
have driven us with a whip, from boarding- 
bouse to flat, from village to city, up and 
down. Evil has seemed a tyrant. We 
were the transient and flitting. Now, own- 
ing a home, you stiffen with the authority 


of a master. You drive away evil—you 
seek to, at any rate; you plot not to dodge 
an eyii, but to annihilate it. You confront 
miserable things, and command: “Turn! 
Retreat! I am anchored. I'll think of you 
as transient.” 

The mental effect is seen ail through a 
man’s life habit. This bad practice of pull- 
ing up and fiying from things we do not 
like—a practice that makes short tenures of 
clerkships and hire—is changed. He who 
owns a bome does not take offense at trifies 
and fly off the handle. He knows full well 
that hecan not now afford to get mad and 
flounce outof agood position on every slight 
provocation of an employer’s unreasonable 
demand or temper. He must exercise self- 
control. He goes home to sleep over his 
anger, and as his pleasant door-yard smiles 
on him it seems to chide him. The very 
front. gate begs him: “Be patient. Am I 
not worth many insults?’ The bed, in his 
own familiar room, the room where his chil- 
dren were born, and perhaps where the 
baby boy breathed his last, speaks all so 
eloquently of patience, of forbearance, an 
charity. How many a roving nature h 
been changed to settled habitude and per- 
severing purpose by the matchless persua- 
sion of one’s own home. “My own Home, 
bless God and please God, I will suffer long 
before I will lightly leave thee.” 

In time the house owner becomes a lot 
owner in the cemetery on the village hill. 
There, with the wall of marble head-stones 
smiling to the church spires, there he and 
his children often stroll on Sunday even- 
ings, when the lengthening shadows creep 
across the glebe. There, on the well-kept 
mounds, repose the flowers that loving 
hands keep fresh, flowers that grow from 
the soil of your own home lot, flowers whose.

Near by the church you love, the 
familiar place.in the.old sanctuary, where 
your boy first slept through services, 
whither the same whiskered boy returns in 
after years to sit beside your gray hairs. _ 

Owning your own house your neighbors 
have learned to love you by the memory of 
scenes of cheer at your table, year after 
year. You have watched with their sick, as 
they have with yours, you have been to 
their weddings, as they to yours. The House 
is you; it grows to look like you; itis your 
monument of years of tastes peculiarly 
your own. :

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THe Scientific Press puts it thus: 
The St. Pat] Pioneer Press thinks 
the apprentice question will not 
wait much longer for a hearing. 
The right to earn a living by hon- 
est labor is as fundamental as any 
right can be. But when the trades 
are hedged about with rules which 
limit the number of apprentices 
when the lists are complete and 
when the ranks of unskilled labor 
are full, then the surplus boys are 
ordered off the earth. There is no 
place for them, and their only pos- 
sible chance fur existence is in 

_beg.ing or crime. When the 
trades unions set up their rules 
limiting the number of apprentices 
to be taught their trades in any 
shop, they did it for the purpose of’ 
preventing the market being over- 
stocked with skilled labor and the 
consequent reduction of wages 
from an oversupply. But the rule 
has had no such effects. It has not 
lessened a whit the number. of 
skilled workingmen. What it has 
done, and all it has done, has been 
. to prevent the sons of Americans, 
both native and adopted, from 
learning their fathers’ trades. It 
has had the inevitable result of 
forcing our men, who might be 
earning frum $15 to $30 a week as 
skilled artisans, to accept salaries 
of from $5 to $10 as clerks or sales- 
men or book-keepe s, or, worse 
than that, to compel them to live a 
hand-to-mouth sort of a life, doing 
auything «-r nothing, as their lack 
of training to any sort of work 
rendered imperative. Our work- 
shops have not fewer mechanics in 
them than if there had never been 
a rule against apprentices. There 
was the demand fur skilled work- 
meu, end there not being a suffi- 
cient supply here, our einployers 
readily gotitfrom abroad. They 
are coustantly getting skilled work- 
men from over the sea, who come 
here and take the places which the 
sous of our workmen should ve 
permitted to take—+hould, indeed, 
be welcomed to. That our streets 
are so full of idle, vicious young 
and middle-aged men is chiefly due 
to the extinction of the apprentice 
in our workshops 


Kuvupp had but 9 workmen in 
1838, aud 50 years ago he had but 
74. Last year the works employed 
20,960 men and supported a pepu- 
lation of 78,769. Ali the resources 
of this establishment, either in the 
way of guns, locomotives or other 
machinery, are at the service of the

- works going and made them pros- 
perous, have been derived from 
f.reign orders, the German Gov- 
ernment has always given Herr 
Krupp the support of its orders 
for ordnance, even though its ord- 
nance officers wished to control a 
gun foundry.

Inwin, Pa., June 26.—A freight train 
went over the Shbankment at Lathroube 
at 3 o’clock this morning. Five train- 
men were killed and a number woun- 
It is now stated that seven persons 


Some were tramps stealing a ride. 
PirrssureG, Pa., June 26.—A tripple 
collision of freight trains occurred 
near Lathrobe on the Pennsylvania 
rialroad this morning. Thirty cars were 
wrecked and seven persons killed. 
Four of them are unknown tramps. 
At the hour named, a freight train 
west bound, left Lathrobe and just 
reached the bridge fifty yards west, 
when it collided with an extra freight 
train coming in the opposite direction. 
Another east- bound freight was stand- 
ing on the sidetrack on the bridge and 
the wrecked trains crashed against it 
causing one locomotive and a number 


of cars to go over the enbankment into 
the creek a distance of fifty feet. Engi- 
neer Caldwell and his fireman were 
killed instantly. Their bodies are 
still inthe creek. Brakewan Miller, 
was terribly crushed, and will die; the 
bodies of four tramps were taken from 
the wreck. The loss to the company 
will be heavy. 

James. Flannigan and companion, 
whose name could not be learned. were 
brought from the wreck to this city 
this afternoon. Flannigan, who was 
returning from Johnstown, says that 
twelve persons were on the car with 
him, but he could not say whether 
they escaped or not. Flannigan was 
severely bruised. His companion was 
unconcivus and is thought to be fatally 
part. 

Dispatches from Greensburg, ten 
miles from Lathrebe, state that a 
party of thirty-five ‘workmen from 
Johnstown were stealing their way 
home ov the train when the accident 
occurred. The wreck caught fire from 
a lime bed and the men were cremated. 
The story is not credited here and the 
Pennsylvania railroad officials know 
nothing of it. 

The following dfspatch has been 
received from Greenburg: The wreck 
at Lahtrobe this morning was thrilling 
in the extreme. Probably thirty-five 
or forty lives were lost. Only four or 
five bodies were taken from the wreck 
and they were unknown. Thirty cars 
went down and are piled one upon the 
other in the water. The conductor of 
the freight states that in all probability 
thirty or forty men are still under the 
wreck as he put off at Derry station 
about thirty-6ve men coming from 
Johnstown, but as he moved out a 
great many got on again. The debris 
took fire and is still burning. The 
arms and legs of the victims can be 
seen protruding from the debris. 

_A later oispatch states that more 
than half of the men of the train were 
rescued and that the killed will not 
exceed twelve or fifteen.
